Its measured with a calibrated noise 
source. The reason NF is meaningful is that it accounts automatically 
for the bandwidth and pass band shape of the receiver. Of course, it 
assumes that the predominant noise at the output occurs at the RF stage 
and not later. This is reasonably true of most receivers although some 
mixer circuits can add significant noise. The thermal noise is equal 
to Vn = (4KTRB)42 That is the square root of 4 times absolute 
temperature in degrees Kelvin times effective resistance in ohms times 
the bandwidth in Hertz. R is the effective resistance of the input 
stage. The receiver is measured with a calibrated termination and with 
the noise source and the ratio taken to get the NF. 

In many receiver noise specs the spec leaves out bandwidth and 
other important parameters. 

Also, the R-390 uses the same RF tubes as many other receivers. 
The input noise is generated mostly by the tube so its unlikely 
receivers using similar tubes and with similar bandwidths will differ 
much in noise.

Assuming the bandwidth is really about the same the method works 
fine. Its just that some receivers are more selective than others and 
will yield higher signal to noise ratios. In some cases the bandwidth 
is not specified. For instance, the handbook for my RCA AR-88 does not 
indicate the bandwidth but I get values that about agree with the book 
with the narrowest non-crystal bandwidth (about 7 khz) and of course 
better when set at the approximately 3 khz wide crystal position. BTW, 
this receiver will do better than 2 uV. I think the SX-28A has a 
rather high Gm, low noise tube in the first RF. I suspect the R-390 and 
R-390A were designed as much not to block on strong signals as to have 
absolute maximum sensitivity. 

I looked at the chart that Sherwood Engineering publishes on the 
web and it does show receivers with noise floors on the order of 
-140dbm. Another site shows the thermal noise for 50 ohms at room 
temperature at something like -170 dbm so -140 is not impossible or even 
remarkable.

Anchor Clankers, 


I recently acquired one of Edwin Armstrong?s progeny, a REL (Radio Engineering 
Laboratories) model 646 FM receiver. Yeah, it?s really a boat anchor, rack size 
and built to commercial quality. Designed to the pre war 44-50 MHz band, it 
emerged after the war as a dual band rig with a band switch for the 88-108 MHz 
band. A later model 646B deleted the 44-50 MHz band. 


This specimen, with no serial number tag, was a hacker?s delight. The original 
loktal 7F7 and 10 watt output push-pull 7C5?s audio amplifier was replaced with a 
haywire mess using a 12AX7 and 6V6GT?s. The output transformer was replaced with 
a Langevin 302, which for what I can make of it, is no real improvement over the 
original design transformer. So into the hazardous material scrap heap, save the 
transformer, went the ?new? audio amp to be replaced with the original circuit 
including the original loktal tubes (BTW, loktals go for reasonable prices on the 


eBog). A minor tweak of the compensation capacitor made for best transient 
response. 


Then the rest of the restoration task began. Out went all of the Sangamo virtual 
short circuited paper caps which I replaced with disk and tubular ceramics. A 
near dozen carbon comp resistors were way out of tolerance and also went to the 
hazardous waste disposal. The cigar size carbon comp 150K B+ bleeder was open, 
speaking of tolerances. Amazingly the original power supply ?lytics had identical 
low ESR readings and didn?t need reforming. 


The remaining conundrum is the IF transformers. The schematic shows swamping 
resistors across one of the windings in each transformer, no doubt their purpose 
is to set bandwidth. But the resistor and capacitor values are not shown on the 
schematic (available from Nostalgia Air). It appears there may have been some 
messing with the IF tansformers, probably to narrow the bandwidth for FM DXing or 
some other vanity enhancing purpose. The outboard detector 10K load resistors had 
been replaced with 390K which is a hint of what may be expected. I of course 
replaced them with 10K?s. But what do I do if I find the IF can resistors had 
been mucked with? I have no info as to the original values used. 


Does anyone have info that may prevent my head from spinning? Any Green Monster 
experts out there? 


Thanks for hearing my cause.

Arden, 
This is a long shot: 


1) The Radiation Laboratory Book ?Vacuum Tube Amplifiers? by Valley and Wallman 
has a section detailing the theory and practice of creating wide bandwidth IF 
amplifiers by controlling the Q and tuning point of the transformers used. The 
application is to radar IF amplifiers, typically 30 mc at that time. It *mightx 
lead you to a guess as to the swamping resistor values. I don?t know what IF 
frequency is used in your radio. 


2) The R-390 receiver uses swamping resistors in the IF cans to set the bandwidth 
of the overall amplifier (The R-390A may also, I don?t remember). Those values, 
if provided, may also give you a hint as to what is needed. The IF in those 
radios is at 455 kc. 


3) Lastly, the process of sweep alignment of the IF strip and some cut and try may 
lead to a very nice result in setting the needed bandwidth. I can suggest some 
candidate sweep generators, only one of the ones I know about is more or less 
modern and might possibly be found at auction or at hamfests (the HP 8106A). The 
danger is that once you get used to sweep alignment, you really won?t want to go 
back to earlier methods. 


If the IF is high enough in frequency, and you happen to have a modern signal 
generator that will do wide FM, then you can use that, of course. Or you can use 
an FM signal into the front end of the radio and assume the IF frequency is being 
swept well enough. 


Note: I would like to find an HP 8106A at a reasonable price.

Thanks, Roy, for the suggestions. My sweeper is a Paco G-32 that I lovingly 
upgraded to better RF shielding and attenuation and tighter constant level 
control. I've used it on everything for years now and haven't felt a need 
for an HP or whatever with all their complications. Measuring the bandwidth 
as is won't be a problem. I'd guess for a mono tuner of its vintage the 
bandwidth should be about 200 or a little less kHz. Just a guess. 


The problem is extracting each of the IF cans from the chassis, figitating 
over what resistor belongs in it, assuming I find they have been changed, 
and doing that for all the cans in the five stage IF strip. The frequency, 
as in practically every FM broadcast tuner ever made is 10.7 MHz. Not being 
an FM radio design engineer I can't do all the modeling and math, which 
would probably take months, to re-engineer the thing. So wish me luck ;-)

Roy, The R390A used mechanical filters to set the bandwidth. I no longer 
have a 390 manual to verify that it's bandwidth switch changed the 
swamping resistors until it got to the crystal filter. The 390 IF cans 
may have been stagger tuned to get 16 KC bandwidth. 


Think I'd start by sweeping the existing IF strip to see if it was 


adequate. If not, I'd try resistors divided by a factor of two until the 
right bandwidth was bracketed, then narrow that down by halves. Stagger 
tuning will complicate the process, but it's only necessary if it is 
required to get the bandwidth after the swamping resistor value removes 
too much of the transformer 'gain'. 


Perhaps a survey of similar receivers would suggest values. 
Do the IF cans look like they'd been removed? (nah, too obvious)

Hopefully the IF cans were only opened to replace intermittent wafer 
capacitors with soldered-in ones. (The normal K-Trans problem.) 


The REL tuners have a serious audiophile following, if you look at sites in 
"that world" you may find folks with technical information on this tuner. 
In particular, the REL Precedent is seriously valuable. 


One has to be careful about IF bandwidth in FM tuners these days, due to 
the accursed digital "HD radio" that's up in what used to be the SCA 
subcarrier area. Too much bandwidth, and you get all sorts of birdies from 
it. I used a Dynamo FM-3 for many years, carefully tweaked and aligned, 
but when key local stations put on HD, it became unlistenable. The FM-3 
has a broad IF, designed for a very flat passband without any phase 

shifts. This gave it low distortion, but not much in selectivity or 
sensitivity. (I replaced the Dynaco with a very non-boatanchor Pioneer 
F-91, which is an amazingly good tuner.)

This is a farewell to a good friend, but also an object lesson. 


Nelson Weber was my best pal in High School. We were both wire-heads, and he 
showed considerable skill at circuit analysis and design. At age 15 (around 1962) 
he designed and built a 100Qw mono amplifier around an Acrosound output transformer 
and six 6HF5's in pp parallel. Clean as a whistle. After his visit to the Land 
of the Little People (elect tech at Ton Son Nhut airbase) he went to work for 
Dolby labs, acoustivoicing theaters. We were thrown out of more than one high-end 
audio boutique when he showed up with his calibrated mikes and Altec spectrum 
analyzer. His last job (to my knowledge) was doing audio for Universal Studios in 
LA. 


Over the years he accumulated an enormous pile of gear, very high-end and usually 
at fire-sale prices. Think McIntosh, Marantz, Fisher, Dynaco, HH Scott, Ampex. 
It came to fill his house and his yard. 


About three months ago he was diagnosed with pancreatic cancer and entered a 
hospice a month ago. He died (age 67) on March 10. 


His sister and niece cleaned out the house and yard. The gear went to the curb 
and to a dumpster. What did they know of it? Fortunately someone emptied the 
dumpster and much of the gear went to Apex Surplus in the San Fernando Valley 
(some is still there, if you are in the area). But the relatives did not get a 
dime from it. 


Have a plan, folks.

This is a very Interesting topic because we all will be faced with selling our 
equipment and/our families will be faced with selling or dumping our stuff if we 
die prematurely or end up in some nursing home. About 8 years ago my wife asked 
me what should she do with all my radios if I should die early. I had an insane 
number of radios including gorgeous heavy radios like my Collins Gold Dust Twins 
KWS-1 and 75A-4, Johnson Viking Desk KW, Johnson Invader 2000, Johnson Invader 
200, multiple Ranger 1's and 2's, 5 National SW-3's, a bunch of Knightkit and 
Heath short waves, Drake 4B, Drake 2NT/2C and Drake shortwaves , Hallicrafters 
including SX-115, Morrow, Collins RE KWM-2A, 312B-5, extra Collins S-Line, extra 
Collins receivers, Hammarlund HX50's and several HQ-180's, and on and on.. 
Hoarding I guess. I'm embarrassed to tell you but I want you to know what I 
went through because I'm betting you have a crapload of stuff in your basement and 
a wife wondering the same thing as mine ? hi hi hi hi . I said to call my good 
friend Tom, have him rent a truck, come up and pick up everything and sell it for 


her. She said "why would you do that to your best friend?" That got me to 
thinking? Since then over the past 8 years I've sold off 82% of my stuff - yep I'm

> We have in this area, and I am sure in dozens of others, creatures who I call 
"Vultures." They will knock on the SK's door, sometimes before the remains are 
buried, offering to buy the equipment. In many cases, they pay pennies on the 
dollar and make big bucks reselling. They will skim off the cream of the gear 
leaving the survivors with the not so good equipment, parts, etc., and a mess to 
clean up. These "Vultures" will never get my equipment unless they pay full price 
for it. I have given my survivors two options: Get $XXX up front in cash or 
certified bank check before anything is removed from the premises. This insures 
that they will take everything to insure they cover their expenses. The second is 
to hire a certified Auctioneer like Richard Estes who specializes in selling radio 
estates.

Several people have been asking me about the simple little 
converter I build so receivers like "ARC-5" Q-5ers, 

RAK etc. can be used to receive HF. 

I've improved the circuit to make it simpler, cheaper and, 
if you wish, band-switching for 80 and 40 meters. 

And you don't have to wind any coils. 


I started with a simple little Vectronics VEC-101K 
"Shortwave Converter" and extensively modified it. 
No case yet. Here's a photo of it atop my sweet 
Mackey Marine longwave receiver, listening to 
K5KZQ and K5DOA in QSO on 7055 KC. 
KZQ has a nice "musical" note: 
http: //home.netcom.com/~arc5/75toLFconverter/newconverter. jpg 


Here's the circuit: 

http: //home.netcom.com/~arc5/75toLFconverter/newconverter0415 jpg. jpg 
All parts are cheap from Digikey. 

The programmable oscillators are like $4 for any freq you want. 

You can skip the switches etc. if you just want one band. 

Once you power it up, generate a known freq and adjust 

the trimmers for max sig level. Don't just use noise because 

it's easy to tune it up on image freqs. 


As with any "simple" circuit, there are trade-offs. 
Images can be a problem, but I haven't been bothered 
by them much except one on 40 meters. 

I used a 6800 KC oscillator for 40 because that puts 
7000 KC output at 200 KC for a "Q5er." But that 
puts a SWBC image at 7030 KC. You can either put 

a wave trap in front of the converter to reject the 
image or use a different Osc freq. to move it. 

I used a 3500 KC Osc I had on hand for 80, 

but that puts the Osc tone right at 3500 of course so 
you can't listen to signals below about 3503 KC, 
which I haven't found to be a bother anyway. 


I'm probably going to put a "wave trap" 
(one trimmer cap, one coil) in front of the 40 Meter input 


to reject the images.

I have recently retired after some thirty years in the 
broadcasting business. I've given this a lot of thought. I can see the 
point but I don't think over the air broadcasting of, at least, radio 
will vanish. For one thing, digital broadcasting is _still_ over the 
air broadcasting. Streaming is in a sense broadcasting but its possible 
to use portable devices to receive streamed audio and video, for 
instance those awful little i-pad, smart phone, things one sees children 
fascinated by while they are walking in traffic. Well, its a matter of 
shifting the technology of transmission and reception but the principle 
is still the same. There are some advantages to this but also some 
disadvantages, namely that conventional broadcasting, AM in particular, 
uses relatively simple devices for reception. Certainly, in an 
emergency this is is a great advantage but most of the time we are not 
in an emergency. One can argue about quality but both digital and FM 
fall apart if the signal falls below a rather sharp threshold of 
strength or quality. AM can be pretty bad but is still usable. I think 
the biggest advantage of streaming is the nearly unlimited number of 
channels possible. That is attractive to those who see profits to be 
made, even if somewhat unrealistically. The "content" and channels 
available the more the audience is diluted. I mean that there are only 
a certain number of people who listen to the radio or watch television 
at any time. New technology does not really expand this audience. Look 
at what happened to every other kind of media when television was 
commercialized and when the Internet made streaming media possible: 
most media suffered. Print news media has nearly died; people get their 
news via the internet. Drama and music have long since disappeared from 
radio and I think TV is having some problems too. In the US we pay for 
broadcasting via advertising: that requires an audience. The smaller 
the audience the less revenue there is to be made and the less money 
there is to spend on programming (content). This is a vicious cycle 


since as the quality of programming is reduced so is the audience. I 
don't have a cure for this but certainly new technology is not going to 
make any real difference.

Gary , The Lettine 240 uses B&W coils, ideally the 25 watt "Baby" coil for the 
oscillator and the 75 watt "Junior" coil with an end link for the amplifier. 

Coils by Bud or by Coto-Coil could also be used. You can also just wind your own 
coils on any five-pin coil forms if you can't find the B&W coils. That's what I 
wound up doing for my 80-meter oscillator coil. My current Lettine 240 and also 
the one that my brother had way back in the 50s both had a decided tendency for 
the final amplifier to take off as a tuned-grid/tuned-plate oscillator ina 
parasitic oscillation near the operating frequency. That can be most easily cured 
or at least lessened to a manageable degree by link-neutralizing the final. I can 
best illustrate how to do that by sending you pictures of my 80 meter coil set 
which I just happen to have on file. Basically it just consists of winding a 
fixed link with one turn around the oscillator coil, and coupling it via a twisted 
pair line to another one-turn link fastened to the amplifier coil but whose 
position can be adjusted to neutralize the amplifier. You need to orient the link 
in the amplifier coil so that it cancels the RF feedthrough from the oscillator 
rather than reinforcing it - a half twist of the adjustable link will do that if 
necessary. You adjust the neutralization by removing the plate and screen voltage 
from the 807, connecting an RF indicator to the plate tank link (I use an 
oscilloscope, but a sensitive flashlight or panel light bulb would do, or even 
connecting the link via a shielded cable to a receiver with an S-meter tuned to 
the operating frequency). Apply drive to the amplifier, tune the oscillator plate 
and amplifier plate condensers for maximum indication on the RF indicator, and 


then adjust the position of the variable link on the amplifier coil to minimize 
(ideally to completely cancel) the resultant RF feedthrough. That should take 
care of the tendency to oscillate, but you might need to tweak the position of the 
amplifier link a little more once you restore the voltage to the 807 screen and 
plate to achieve a non-oscillating setting. Once you have found a satisfactory 
adjustment, freeze both of the links in place by a liberal application of Duco 
cement. By the way, I find than an 807W (5933) fits into the Lettine's available 
Space a bit more easily than the standard 807 and is also marginally more stable. 
You can see my 807W in those pictures of my rig. Antique Electronic Supply, 
www.tubesandmore.com , has them for $19.60 as well as Chinese-made 807s for $17.50 
and what appears to be US-made, probably WW2 surplus, 807s for $22.45. The 807W 
is a direct replacement for the 807, same ratings only about the size and shape of 
a 6146. Have fun with your Lettine. Let me know if you want pictures of my 40- 
meter coil set, and let me know when you get your rig on the air and we can 
schedule a Lettine two-way QSO. I'll bet that hasn't been done in a very long 
time!

Folks, 


Some years ago I acquired one of the very rare Pierson KP-81 receivers, 
hoping to restore it. But, the years went by, guilt built up, and 
eventually I did the right thing and sold it to John Vendely K9WT.. 


Now, any radio that ends up at John's QTH is a VERY lucky radio! And, my 
KP-81 was no exception. John performed a lengthy and careful restoration 
on this rig, and has brought it back to a very high level of operation, 
almost certainly better than when it left the factory in 1948. 


Not content with just fixin' this radio, John also produced extensive notes 
on the process, including a detailed circuit description, mechanical and 
electrical repair notes, alignment instructions, and a complete parts 

list. None of this existed before.. Pierson wasn't in business long enough 
to produce a complete, accurate manual for the radio. 


So.. if you've got a KP-81 sitting on a shelf, there's now one less excuse 
for not hauling it down and getting it going.. at least you've got the data 
you need to fix it!
